cll had some knowledge of the proposed visit from information 
geined by the prisoncrs from verious sources end clsce from 

the hesty efforts of the Jcyrncso to m: kc the Crmp look ¢ 

little more presentcble thin it usurlly wes, The represente tive 
duly crrived - he wes not ¢ Jrycnesc = cnd wes shown cround 

the cemp. The Camp Commendcnt c. lied up Mr jor HoLonen Ceptcin 
MrcGillivrcy end W/O Clepp'(c22. persons from cn inglish 

regiment) to intcrvicw tho Iced Cross representctive in the 
Jepenese lincs. As represcntrtives of the prisoners these 
officcrs hed c long list of complcints which thcy intended 

to plece before the ked Cross represcntctive if rossible but 
efter being teken to the intcrvicw thcy wero prevented by the 
Jcpenese in chrrge from scying cnything more then c few words 

end the intcrview closed very cbruptly as fer es they were 
concerned. Apperently in the short spree of time while the 
interview lasted they were cable to impress upon the representative 
the poor condition of the prisoners. Two drys cftorwerds tho 
three prisoners ebove were summoned to the Jepencse lines to 
appear before Okezceki the Comp Commendent. He chcrged thom with 
meking untrue stctemonts to thc hed Cross representrtive end 

then sentenced them with tcrms of solitary confinement cs follows: 


Mejor Holohen 10 deys ; nee 
Cept MecGillivrcy cnd W/O Clepp 2 dzeys cache 


The Jepenese officers explained to us through thcir interpreter 
thet the sentences were for "giving cll bed tcles cbout Cemp 


_end nothing good". 


6. I romember cno%hzr incident which coneerneé in 
attempted esezpe by Licutenunt Moore cnd Seigecut Bosworth 

on the 30th July 1943. They wore reecptured «t 0200 hours on ’ 
lst. August 1943 <nd the Cemp wes ci lled out to be informed of 
thcir unsuccessful attempt. The cserpcees were held in solitcry 
confincment in seprratc gucrd-hovses ct Jinsca for cbout seven 
dcys during which they were subjicctca to rigorous metnods of 
intcrrogetion. During thet timc clso they were given practiczlly 
no food. We knew this becc:usc th2re wore prisoners ct the timc 
on duty in thc cookhouse cnd no f'vod wes cllowed to be teken 

to the eserpces. The two mon worc tzricd by Coloncl Noguchi — 

ct Jinsen end then teken 10 Kcijo. On September 23rd 1943 
prisoners wero peraded cnd Ikazcki recd out the scntcnecs thet 
hed becn inposcd cs follows:~. 


Moore 8 yesrs imprisonnent 
Boswortn 6 yorrs imprisonment; 


some of the other officcrs who hed cssistcd thcm were clso 
scntcnceed to verying terms cs follows:-

cll of these officcrs cxecpt Eutlcr ore feon tnglish rcgincnts. 
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Letcr we hcerrd through somo of cur prisoneis who hed becn 
specking to cn inmete of Koijo grol who hed becn trensforred 

to Keijo hospitel thet the conditions in the grol were very 
severe end thet Moore cnd Bosworth were suffering sovercly 

from illtreetment end tne gencrel cffects of thcir imprisonment. 
On April 23rd 1944 Licutenrnt Moore dicd in Kcijo prison rnd 
his rem.ins were icter buricd ct Jinscn Cemp,.
